above two Mules, be h to theParidth ot Avert. Dense’, 
upon the North Sede of » & a much large and more 
populous Country,and belongeth to the Parsth of 51 Nimoar, 
Part of # » above five Miles from their Pardh Co urcs. 
of them ordinarily attend public Worlhp at Av: 
being within three Mi'es. The Mintiter of S¢. Niners, fo 
or five Times in the Year, and fometimes oftner, preache: h 
in that Country. The Reverend Mr. Jams: Mache and i 
live in fuch ftriét F rienddyp, that se do alithe Service in 
that County, when we are there.as if it were the Game! 
and were the Charge of the Perion prefent. 
In thatPart of Dundef appertaining to eParith oi A 
I frequently lamented and complained to them, tat, 
that I could know, | laboured in vain am ‘Cseom, af 
my Strength for noug)t; for thoweh they hae Kk 
and attended upon public Ordinances, and [heise of cater net 
ing well, yet | cowk! mot find that the Word preached, 4 
otherMeans profited them. None of them eppearcd & mut 
as to have @ Form of (adlome/:, a very (ow exceotes 
with them in their Farmiecs , and when | ca cm 
mott preffing Way Icould, | tokt them thew Ll Moger: 
plaineitManner. 1 preached the [errus: 
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not only when conveen’d together, but perfonally in the 
ftrongeft Terms. I declared to particular Perfons, that they 
were unregenerate, and if they died in that State, they would 
die eternally,and gave them fuch Evidences of it as ftopt their 
Mouths. For the moft Part, they took all well ; but, at the 
fame Time, I could obferve no Fruit, no Chagge, amongit 
them tothe better. 

When the Lord viited this Congregation in the Spring 
and Summer 1742, by pouring forth his Holy Spirit fo dit- 
cernably as to the Effeéts ; it gave me much Grief, that, for 
fome Months, I could obferve no Inftances of any awakened 
in thatSide of thePariuh, nor hear of any Change to the better 
among them.---The Lord was pleafed at length to pity and 
vifit that barren Wildernefs ; for, from the giving the Lord’s 
Supper here in the Month of Fuly, there weré frequent {n- 
{tances of Perfons awakened, who belonged to Dandeff,upon 
both Sides of Carran. .Some-of them received their firft good 
Impreffions at Krifjth, and. fome at St. Ninians, efpecially 
when the’ Lord’s Supper: was given there in the Month of 
Auguft that Sammer.. In the Month of September, the Har- 
ve ft being !ater by fome Weeks in that Country, than in this 
Part of Kil/yth, I went and preached there at Caxron Bridge 
upon a Week Day: The Subje&t 1 explained. and appli¢d .to 
them, as the Lord was pleafed to affift, was the, Parable. of 
the Tares of the Field, Math. xiii. from the 36th tothe 44th. 
---The Lord made his Word /harper than a tyo-edged Sword, 
to perrce feveral of their Hearts. I difcourfed with, feveral of 
the Diftre(s’d after Sermon. I ftayed in the Country until 
the next Day, when I met with more of them.. ‘I perfuaded 
them to fet-up a Meeting forPray er and: religiousConference ;. 
and could not find that Day above five or fix from both, Sides 
of Carron, with-one occafionally from Cazp/y, to make up 
fuch a Meeting. I had Occafion to converfe with feveral 
of them under religious Impreffions, fince that Time, as alfo 
the Minifter of St. Ninians and his Affiftant had the like 
Occafion. 

About the middle of September laft, 1 vifited that Part of 
this Parifh : and, to my great Surprife, found a Change to 
the better in that Country, beyond what I expedted ; 
and which, I hope, fhall yet increafe. 'Tis true, I 
found feveral who were as fecure and ftupid as ever ; yet I 
feund, every now and then, particular Perfons and ao. 
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who were afking for the Way to Zion, with their Faces thi- 
therward. And I not only preached in their Houfes, but, in 
my travelling between Houfes, was obliged to {peak to the 
Cafe of diftreft and doubting Chriftians, who came to me. 

I met with, their general Society for Prayer at Night, and 
difcourfed to them, and prayed with them, and blefied them 
in the Name of the Lord. I heard fome of them pray to my 

eat Satisfa€tion.---I found that, from the few who began 
that Meeting, they were increafed to above twenty, befides 
Women who had been awakened, to the Number of nine 
or ten.--- They had divided themfelves into two Societies, who 
met punctually once a Week, and every fourth Weck they 
meet in one general Meeting. I was well pleafed with their 
Rules, which are but few and obvious.-----Altho’ in the 
Part of theParifh on this South Side of theHills, I have oblig’d 
Men and Women to meet in differentSocieties ; yet ] did not 
difcourage the Women’s meeting with the Men in Dundaff, 
being the moft of the Men are aged. and married, and that the 
Women need much the Inftruction that they may have there, 
from the Prayers and Conference of the Men, in this State of 
the Infancy of Religion in that Country : It feems alfo to be 
warranted in fuch a State from 4@s i. 14. 

Although I had laboured much that Day until it was late, I 
was never more refrefhed and comforted. 1 was glad and re- 
joiced in what God had created in this Country : For behold 
he hath created it, in fome Meafure, a Rejotcing, and Ler 
People a “foy. He hath poured forth his Spirit from on High, 
and the Wilderne/s is become a fruitful Field. Aud 1 verily 
think, thatatthe Time, they feem. to be prefling more into 
the: Kingdom of God im that Country thanthefe here : fo that 
if they hold on, comparatively with thefe here, the fir? will 
be laff, and the laf firfi. The Reverend Mr. Mackie hath alfo 
been with them, ts encouraging them, and is glad to fee the 
Grace of God among them. 

I inquired particularly into the Evidences they could give 
me, of a Change in that Country to the better, befides what 
Thad obferved, or might obferve, whilft { was among them : 
I defired alfo that fome one of them might draw it up in Writ- 
ing, and fend it me ; which accordingly hath been done ; 
which:I communicate to theReader, in the Words and Gram- 
mar of the plain honeft Countryman who drew.it up, and it 
is as follaweth.

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Rewerend Sir,’ 
1% Obedience to your Command,’ and to fatisfy your De- 
fire, as you left Charge with our Brother *****, I have 


employed fome of my fpare Hours,to give you anAccount of 


the prefent State of this Country, and what Progrefs Religion 
feems to have made among us ; and it fhall be according to 
Truth, thro’ the Affiftance of the Divine Spirit. ‘And,accor- 
ding to my ftriéteft Obfervation, from the Year 1726, in 
which I came to refide in this Country, tothe Year 1742, I 
could obferve nothing but Irreligion, Prophanity, and Immo- 
rality of all Sorts, prevailing among this People, the Ordi- 
nances of the Lord habitually neglected, his Sabbath profan- 
ed, and Family Exercife neglected ; fo that one could not 
have found a ferious Perfon, two or three excepted, to have 
difcourfed with in thofe Bounds. But in May 1742, when 
it pleafed the Lord, in fucha remarkable Way, to pour out 
his Spirit upon many in your Congregation at Kil/yth, many 
of the People of thisCountry reforted thither. For mineown 
Part, the firft that I obferved was upon a Lord’s Day, in the 
latter End of May, when, not being at the Church myfelf, 
I met with one accidentallly who had been in your Church, 
of whom I afked, where he had been ? Who anfwered me, 
he had been at Kil/yth, and folemnly bleffed God therefor ; 
and faid, that he hoped he would blefs God all his Life, for 
what he had heard and feen there to Day. He feemed to 
have more than an ordinaryConcern upon him. _I was there- 
at furprized, and refolved to attend next Preaching-Day, 
where I was Witnefs to that which made me aftonifhed, un- 
till I had confidered the fame, and compared it with the 
Word of God. By my daily Attendance, I obferved, that 
moft Part of our Neighbourhood did likewife atrend : But 
was furprized, that [ could not obferve, that any of them 
were affected in the Way others were, until the firft Sa- 
crament you adminiftered that Year. Being prefent upon 
your Faft-day, Dobferved feveral of our Country to be very 
inuch concerned: To ‘my certain Knowledge, there were 
awakened of our Neighbourhood, then and before, about 
four or five Perfons.:' I acknowledge, they did not cry out 
in the Congregation ; but, havingAccefs to know their State, 
by my frequent Converfe with them, whether more flow or 
thore fharp, ‘their Awakenings were all of one and the fame 


‘Sort. Upon Monday after that Ordinance, I came Home 
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with one of our Neighbourhood, a ferious and judicious 
Chriftian, whom I preffed very much to have a Meeting be- 
fore our Sacrament, (in the Parith of St. Ninians) which was 
then nigh : He readily confented, and, taking in with us ome 
‘of the Elders of our Parifh, we met in his Barn, to my great 
Satisfaction. There were other feriousPerfons in the Neigh- 
bourhood, who were under T'rouble, that earneftly @efired 
to join with us: But there were no more Mectings, tif] fome 
Time after our Sacrament, at which Time I perceived the 
Trouble of the awakened to increafe. Upon the Saturday, 
and upon the Monday, there were one or two more awaken- 
ed. I can give little more Account, but only that I obferved 
their Concern to continue, and that they frequently reforted 
tome, and fome other Perfons, for wiiat Inftru@ion our 
weak Capacity could give ; until you came to preach at “ar- 
ron-bridge, where many of our People feem’d to be affe@ecd ; 
and, by your coming to Craigannet, you had the Opportu- 
nity of difcourfing with fome of them, to whom you recom- 
mended the great Benefit of Fellowfhip Meetings, and re- 
quired that there might be one fet up amongft us. “The very 
next Day afterwards, they informed me thereof, at whith I 
rejoiced, that you had fortified, by your Advice, what I fo 
much intended. Our Meeting was fet up,confifting of feven 
Members in this Parifh, two from your Parifh, and one from 
Campfie. By this Means, together with the Preaching of the 
Word, the Lord was pleafed to work a Change upon many ; 
fo that many, both Men and Women, earneftly defired to 
join with us ; we always making it aneceffary Condition, 
that they attended Ordinances clofe, kept Family Worfhip 
Evening and Morning, and that they were to be much in the 
Duty of fecret Prayer: So that our Number is now increafed 
to twenty-two Men, and nine Wemen ; and it hath pleafed 
theLord fo to blefs ourEndeavours to inftruét one another, that 
Knowledge is wonderfully increafed among us. And I have 
been at Pains, not only to inform myfelf, but alfo to take the 
moft ftriét Obfervation, that Family Worthip is duly kept,aud 
the Ordinances punétually attended, by all our Number ; as 
alfo Curfing Swearing, Lying, Evil-fpeaking,Grudge and Pre- 
judice, and allAéts of Immorality, feem quite to be afham’d ; 
and [ have all Reafon to hope, that brotherly Love and Af- 
fection now prevail among us. As to the Generality of the 
Country, befide thofe that have joined in the Meeting, there 
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feems to, be fomething like an outward Reformation amongft 
th¢m,; fo shat now many are afhamed to be guilty of their 
former Pra@tices: And I have obferved Family Worthip to be 
fes.up.in feveral Families, who have not as yet joined with 
wey, and. that they frequently wait upon the Ordinances. | 
muftyown, indeed, that fome are as bad as ever. Notwith- 
ftanding of what I have faid, Iam unable to know how far 
the great End is attained amongft the Generality : But, in 
the Judgment of Charity, 1 defire to hope the beft of all ,whofe 
Lives are, not openly profane, and are in the Ufe of appointed 
Means. Likewife I think fit to.inform you,that there are fix 
or feven of thole who were firft awakened, whofe Awaken- 
mgs feemed to be very fharp, who are now blefiing the 
Lord,, and, rejoicing that he was ever pleafed to work upon 
theit dlearts by fuch fharp Awakenings ; of whom, by my 
frequent Converfe with them, I have the greateft Reafon to 
conclude, that they have fled to Chrift, and have embraced 
him, aed are willing to be eternally indebted to him for their 
Salvation. Others there are with whom | have obferved this 
Work to goon more flowly : Yet I have the greateftEvidence, 
@awit is the Spirit of the Lord that is working upon their 
Hearts, and hope it will come toa good Account. There 
are three or four that are juli now under Trouble ; fome of 
whom you know and have converfed with, and upon whom 
we take all the Pains we can,not only publickly in our Meet- 
ings, but privately by what Advice and Inftruction we can 
give. This is what Account I can give at prefent of thePro- 
erefs .f Religion amongft us: and fince you are pleafed to 
delire me to give the above Account, I think it proper to fend 
it, attefted by two of our Elders, and fome other judicious 
Chriftians, who have Accefs to know the Truth of all that I 
have faid.

A farther and more particular Account of the late Revival at 
UTHELL.; froma Copy of a Letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Haly to a Gentleman at Edinburgh, @s tran/mitted hither in 
the we Ship from SCOTLAND. 
Mutheil, Aiguft 29th, 1742. 
OUR’s of the oth of Auguff I received upon the 15th, 
wherein you defire an Account of the Difpenfation 
of the Grace of God in this Congregation. For fome 
Time after this glorious Work began, I was averfe from 
publifhing any Thing about it, fearing it might favour'too 
much of Oftentation and Vain-Glory, and did nothing this 
Way ’till it was publifhed by a Neighbour Minifter to fome 
ata great Diftance. But at length fearing thaf I might run 
into another Extreme, viz. Of fmothering the Redcemer’s 
Glory ; upon prefling Applications tome, I publifhed what 
the Lord has done for many of the Souls of this People, parti- 
ticularly in two Letters | fent to Mr. Rode, which he thought 
fit to publi hin his Narrative, to which I refer you. How- 
eyer that you and any others you correfpond with, may be 
informed of the Goings of our God and King in his Sanétuary 
in this Place, and that you may join with us in Prayer and 
Pyaifes; 1 fhall give you the following Account of the Begin- 
ning and Progrets of the great Work of God in this Place. 
Abcut a Year before thisWork came to be openly obferv’d, 
there was a fecret Stirring and Concern among the People, 
like the Motion (as fome called it) upon the Tops of the 
Mulberry-Trees. This 1 was inform’d of by fome religious 
Elders from different Corners of the Parith. Something of 
it appear’d inPublic upon the firftSabbath of ‘fanuary 1741,2, 
which happening to be a ftormy Dav, and I having prepared 
fomewhat to be deliver’d thatDay which I was fond the whole 
Congregation fhould hear,and expecting but a {mall Meeting, 
upon SabbathMorning I changed myT ext : and finding more 
than 
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than ordinary Freedom in preaching upon it that Day, I in- 
fifted upon it the next Lord’s Day alfo. Both Days I ob- 
ferv’d an unufual Tendernefs & Concern among many of the 
Hearers, and I was told much more of it afterwards. 
I was inform’d ofa praying Difpofition ftirred up among 
the People, beyond what had been formerly obferved. 
I noticed a clofer Attention to the Word preached, and 
fomething of aConcern appearing upon feveral; all which 
gave me fomeGround to hope, that a graciousGod was about 
to vifit this Place with fome extraordinary Difpenfation of his 
Grace ; And many Prayers were put up for it, for when the 
Lord prepares the Heart he caufes his to hear. Thus it 
continued ’till the third Sabbath of ‘Fuly thereafter, at which 
Time the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was difpenfed in 
this Place. Some Sabbath Days before, and upon the Sacra- 
ment Day, the Goings of our mighty King in the Sanétuary 
came to be moft difcernable. Many can fay from their fweet 
Experience,that they felt his Power and faw hisGlory, & that 
God was in thisPlace. The Arrows of the mightyKing were 
that Day made to ftick faft in the Hearts of his Enemies. 
Many were brought to lie at the Conqueror’s Feet, crying 
for Mercy, and what fhall we do to be faved. But much 
more of this has appeared fince. For many Months after, 
fearce a‘ Sabbath has pafs’d, but fome have been awakened ; 
and fo many on fome Lord’s Days that I was obliged to call 
the Affiftance of fome religious and experienced Elders, not 
being able to {peak to them all who were diftrefled. A great 
many have opened their Cafe to me, others unto the Elders, 
and feveral have concealed their Trouble until they got a com- 
fortable Out-gate, of which they have given a fatisfying Ac- 
count afterwards. As to theirExercife, fo far as I can judge, 
it has been fcriptural and agreeable to the Experience of the 
Saints that have trod in the fame Path before them. Upon 
moft a Work of the Law has been very fevere. Their Con- 
victions have been deep, cutting, & fortomeTime abiding, not 
as we have formerly obferved, like a Morning Cloud and early 
Dew that foon pafleth away. In fome aLaw- Work has been 
carried on by Degrees, and at length arrived at an exceeding 
great Heighth. Others have been fuddenly ftruck as with an 
Arrow fhot into their Hearts, and could be fo particular as to 
condefcend upgn the particular Words in the Sermon that the 
Spirit of God made ule of for their awakening.
